With respect to item (22), Applicant notes that at the '89 conference it was 
disclosed that the DowVision™ feed is based on a data structure that provides coding 
of data and information about the data (metadata) that is needed for receiving the data, 
as well as for storing, filtering and searching the data. 

Applicant notes that HIGLEY, LYONS, OGAWA et al., CRUMPLER et al., and 
TRUGMAN and STUMM are not prior art with respect to the present application, since 
these patents have an effective filing date that is after the priority date of the parent 
application, U.S.S.N. 08/251,724 (i.e., May 31,1994). In addition, the information 
relating to Marimba's products also does not appear to be prior art with respect to the 
present application, since Marimba was not founded until 1996. Other documents and 
information cited in this information disclosure statement, such as the 1995 Conference 
Notes on the Folio World-Wide-Web Retriever, also do not appear to be prior art since 
they are dated after the priority date of the parent application. In any event, copies of 
these documents as well as the other cited U.S. Patents are enclosed herewith for the 
Examiner's review.
